Our Policy Endorsed. 

II needed not tho public meeting re- 
oeiitly hold etvst of tho Cascades to oon- 
viuoo us that tho general policy of this 
journal commands the confidence ami 
support of the people. However gratify- 
ing to a public journalist an expression 
of popular opinion harmonizing with hits 
policy may bo, thoro is yet another form 
in which public approbation may be ex- 
pressed; viz, tho enlargement of tho sub- 
scription list; ami wo ara enabled to stato 
that we have been tho recipients of this 
kind of encouragement to an oxtontthat in 
highly gratifying indeed. It seems quite 
clear that thepooplo begin properly to re- 
alize tho importance of possessing an inde- 
pendent journal having tho strength and 
courage to fearlessly exposo and donounce 
wrong doing wherever found. Tho func- 
tions of such a journal, important under 
any form of Government, becomes invest- 
ed with additional importance under that 
form of administration commonly called 
liesponsiblo Government, and it is well 
that at this early stage of self-government 
in Uritish Columbia the people so readily 
realize tho fact, Reverting to tho resolu- 
tions passed at tho public meetings re- 
ferred to, and which appeared in Friday's 
edition of this journal, it will have been 
observed that our policy has been en- 
dorsed on the following points: — Tho ne- 
cessity for an outlet for cattle by moans 
of a road to tho seaboard via the valley of 
the Lower Eraser, the completion of tho 
trail from Lillooet to Howe Hound, and 
the extension of tho telegraph trail to 
Oassiar, and condemnation of tiie fourth 
portfolio and tho Road Tax Act, as also 
the conduct of tho Government in paying 
away considerable sums of money for the 
purpose of deceiving and misdirecting 
immigrants; and it may well bo believed 
that on most if not all of these points the 
people on the eastern sido of the Cascades 
aro in perfect accord with ihose on tho 
west. Adverting to tho fourth portfolio, 
we havo excellent reasons for stating that 
but one opinion is expressed, and that is 
unqualified condemnation. Not that the 
mere creation of the portfolio would no- 
cessarily bo condemned as an abstract 
principle, for it is to be apprehended that 
most persons would incline to a practical 
view of the matter and would not be par- 
ticularly disposed to condemn tho port- 
folio per .sc. provided it could bo shown 
that the country received equivalent ad- 
vantages in tho form of greater 
administrative efficiency and really 
useful services. Hut people cannot, as a 
rule, be expected to draw hair-splitting 
distinctions between the portfolio and the 
Idinister. They will, for tho most part, 
look at the man and ask themselves what 
he is worth, and we all know how inca- 
pable of such a practical test the present 
Minister is. The people of British Colum- 
bia will bo inclined to look more to utility 
and less to what the Premier miscalls 
"dignity'' in Ministers; and if a function- 
ary is found to be worth less than he costs, 
or worth less than nothing, as sometimes 
happens, why, they will be very apt to 
dispense with his service, and save tho 
money for necessary and reproductive 
objects. Tho Province is neither in a 
condition nor temper to indulge in extra 
portfolios and supernumerary Ministers 
for effect — the mcro grandeur of the thing. 
The state-coach must be relieved of nil 
cumberous trappings. The people are 
now thoroughly in earnest about this thing 
anil should their representatives prove 
recreant to duty in this respect, they will 
undoubtedly get their tickets of leave 
upon tho very first occasion a constitu- 
tional opportunity offers. 



Tlie Public Accounts Com- 
mittee- 

Hiiitoi! Colonist: — Happening to drop 
into tho House of Parliament yesterday 
I found myself in time to hear tho Attor- 
ney-General give notice of the appoint- 
ment of a Committee on Public Accounts. 
1 cannot but feel astonished at the as- 
tounding cheek of the gentleman who, af- 
ter naming the Committee, dropped into 
his seat with a smile that said as plainly 
as words, "That's tho way to do it." It 
will be well that tho people of the Pro- 
vince should have the proposed Commit 
tee analyzed. Messrs. Armstrong, Hob- 
son, llobiuson, Seiulin and Hughes. That 
the Minister of Finance should bo on tho 
Committee is Parliamentary and proper. 
It is also customary to put a prominent 
member of the Opposition on it. Put who 
over heard of a Minister appointing three 
of tho most thorough-paced, single-eyed, 
double-vamped supporters of tho Admin- 
istration i n it ? As the Committee is pro- 
posed to be composed, theMinistry would 
havo four out of live stone blind to any 
and all defects. Besides this Messrs. Iiobin- 
sqnaud Seuilin aro known to have an eye 
tothesixthseatfstill empty) in tho Cabinet, 
and neither of them would dnre to say 
'boo" to a Minister so long as that bait 
dangles over their heads. In addition to 
all this, neither of them know any too 
much about accounts, if the Committee 
is not' indeed to boa more sham, why aro 
such men as Mr. McCreight and Mr. 
Itobertson passed over? From their ability, 
probity, and experience, they would bo 
invaluable on this most important com- 
mittee, and, moroovor, their presence on 
it would give the public confidence in 
the result. Will tho House, will the 
people, quietly submit to such a farce?

THIRD SESSION. 

Tuesday, Deo. 23. 
Mr. Speaker tonic tlie Oil air at 2:l, r > 
o'clock, and romlcrotl Ins decision on the 
question of 

SESSIONAL ORDERS. 

Ho suit! that they must bo ordered by 
tuo House, and that Mi o House must be 
unanimous, otherwise the motions must 
take the usual course. Tim remark of 
tho Attorney-General, that objections 
should bo made by n momberof th<> house, 
ho would answer l>y roforrinff that lion, 
gentleman to clause SG of the Standing 
Orders, which required the Speaker to 
draw attention to any irregularity. 

ORDER Ol' DUS1KES8, 

Mr. Smitho introduced a bid to amend 
tho Bond Act. and a bill to provide for 
tho more speedy development of agricul- 
ture throughout the Province. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys introduced a bill 
to repeal tho Land Tax and kho tax on 
Pastoral Leases. 

The Speaker was of opinion that a bill 
dealing with money matters must oomo 
down from tlie Government. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said that there 
could bo no doubt as to the power of any 
member to introduce a bill to repeal any 
Act. Of courso tho House was debarred 
from originating a money measure. 1 1 < * 
thought it utterly incredible that the 
right should bo questioned. 

Mr. MoCreigut quoted from May in 
support of the position of tlie lion, mem- 
ber for Lillooet. He also read the fa- 
mous 51th section of the British North 
America Act to show the power of the 
House. 

Mr. Smitho supported the same view. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys regretted that 
any doubt existed with respect to a mat- 
ter so plain to tho most ordinary compre- 
hension. 

Mr. Bobson hoped that it would not bo 
necessary to wade through May to estab- 
lish tho point that any hou. member 
might introduce a bill to repeal any tax or 
act. 

Mr. Humphreys contended that if tho 
House had not this potvsr thuro vas no 
uso of its sitting at all. 

Mr. Smith thought tho law very clear. 
Tho Ho uso had power to repeal but not 
to impose a tax. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that tho lion, 
mover was right. The practice was well 
settled in England. 

Mr. Humphreys then obtained leave to 
introdueo Ins bill, which was read a first 
time. 

Mr. Humphreys obtained leave to in- 
troduce a bill to repeal tho Road 'Tax Ex- 
tension Act, which was read atlrst time. 

Mr. Humphreys asked leave to intro- 
duce a bill to amend tiie Aliens' Ordi- 
nance, 1867. 

Hou. Mr. Walkem was of opinion that 
tho bill was unconstitutional as the Do- 
minion law dealt with tho matter. 

The first reading, with the consent of 
tho lion, mover, was laid over rill the 8th 
of January. 

Mr. Humphreys moved that a select 
committee be appointed to eunsider the 
expediency of altering and iwueiuliug tho 
Laud Ordinances, so as to facilitate and 
simplify the acquisition of laud, and of 
establishing the uniformity of a liberal 
free grant system throughout tho Pro 
vince. 

Mr. Smithe said that ha and tho lion, 
member from Lillooet wished to attain 
tho same object, and suggested that tlie 
iiou. gentleman should wait until bis [Mr 
Smithes) bill had been printed. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys ucquiesced in 
the suggestion. 

Hou. .Mr. Humphreys moved for a 
Select Committee to enquire into and re- 
port upon tlie announcement of the inten- 
tion of the Dominion Government to 
withdraw the steamer Sir James Douglas 
from her present service; and that said 
committee have power to frame a petition 
praying that said steamer bo retained in 
the use of the Provincial and Dominion 
Government. Tlie lion, mover said that 
tho steamer had and was rendering great 
service to outside settlers, and lie hoped 
that some step of the kind conveyed in 
tho resolution would he made. 

Hon. Mr. Punster seconded and said 
that the steamer had been of great ser- 
vice in the past, bill the business hail 
grown so of late that a more commodious 
boat was required. In saying this lie 
paid a high compliment to Cant. Clarke. 
He hoped that the boat would not be 
sold. 

Mr. Booth asked wdiat power a Select 
Committee would have to inquire into 
the intention of the Dominion Gotern- 
jnent ? 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that tho Com- 
mittee would have no power to do so; but 
iMnight be in order to ask for a new 
steamer, and our members at Ottawa 
should attend to that. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys replied, claim- 
ing the right of ttiis House lo act in this 
matter. He would ba only too glad to 
leave tho matter to tlie representatives of 
this Proviuce at Ottawa, if those gentle 
men would only evince a proper oouoep- 
• tioii'of their duties. 

I Mr. Booth said that the electors were 
tho best jildges of the way in which the 
' representatives at OttilW i discharged their 
duty. Tho Douglas was no! li 1 for the 
trade and ought to be taken oil'. The 
House had no newer to act on such an ad- 
dress and he should vote again it it. 

Mr. Bobsou believed that tlie represen- 
tatives of this Province at Ottawa would 
b? glad to have suggestions from mem- 
bers of this House at any time and on 
nny matter. The ellieient commander of 
tho Douglas was deservedly popular, but 
the trado had outgrown the steamer ou- 
jtirely. Tho great want was a steamer 
of sulliciont capacity to perform the ser- 
vice Tho Douglas was now unsea worthy 
and wo ought to pause before committing 
ourselves to any resolution that might 
render nugatory any recommendation 
that had gone on for u better steamer. 
Ho hoped that tho resolution would be 
withdrawn. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said that, ho had 
obtained his objeet in introducing the 
resolution and now wished to withdraw it. 

Mr. Smitho thought the first part of 
tho resolution ought to stand. He could 
not seo what harm would bo done by a 
Committee. Tho East Coast of tho Island 
was badly off at Ottawa in consequence of 
its representative there, and ,a Committee 
would do good. Tho interests of tho 
East Coast domandod that a' bettor boat 
nhould bu put on the route. 

JL»«v» was grantor!. 



Hon. Mr. Humphreys withdrew his re- 
solution with respect to tlie monies 
squandered on tho Stamhird and other 
Government papers in consequence of 
tho returns already in. 

Hon.Mr.Bunstor obtained leave to post- 
pone his resolution relating to customs 
duties and exciso until tho return of tho 
Premier. 

Mr. Smith moved that an humble ad- 
dress be presented to His Honor tho 
Lieutenant-Governor, praying His Hon- 
or to cause to have laid before this House 
a return of all tho public accounts of tlie 
Provinco; said return to include u detail- 
ed statement of all revenue and receipts, 
and from what source; a detailed state- 
ment of all the expenditure, to whom 
paid and for what service; with compara- 
tive statements of receipts and expendi- 
ture, liabilities and assets for each year, 
from tho 20tu July, 1871, to 31st Decem- 
ber, 1873; also, showing the financial po- 
sition of British Columbia at the date of 
Union with Canada. 

Mr. Smith said this was tho third ses- 
sion of the first Provincial Parliament, 
and he did not know if there was one hon 
member in tho House who understood or 
possossod any real knowledge or who had 
an opportunity of ascertaining the finan- 
cial position of this Province from the 
date of Union to tho present time. Judg- 
ing from tho confusion in tho returns 
that wero laid before thorn, he thought 
that the sooner tho House was made ac- 
quainted with tho fiscal state of things 
tho better. Tho returns called for, when 
laid before tho House, would, ho presum- 
ed, onligk ton. hon. members on the im- 
portant question. Too much importance 
could not bo given to questions of a fis- 
cal nature that had been so long over- 

I looked amidst the pressure of other busi- 
ness. There wero returns showing that 
the revenue received from 20tli July to 

1 31st December, 1871, was 8190,459, and 

i that tho amount received from 1st Jan. 
to 31st Deo. 1872, was §324,051, which, 

I with tho estimated revenue for tho year 
ending 31st Dec, 1873, (§335,300) gave 

| the total amount of roveniio received in 
tho Province from :(t)th July, 1871, to 
31st Dec, 1873, $81=9,810. AVo had also 
returns showing that the expenditure 
from tho 20th July to 31st DjO., 1871, was 
§1)7,01(5; also, a detailed statement of ex- 
penditure from 1st Jan. to 31st Doe.. 
1872, $603,368; which, with tho estimat- 
ed expenditure for the year ending 31st 
Dec, 1873,5328.014, ga'vc the total ex- 
penditure from :11st July, 1871, to 31st 
Dec, 1873. SI .030.928. showing a deficit 
in tho revenue not coming up to tho ex- 
penditure by some SISl.liS. There was 
also a statement of the liabilities and as- 
sets of tho Province on the 27th Dec, 
1872. Tho asset-; wore sat. down at $155,- 
213, and tho liabilities at 8134,354, show- 
ing a balance of $2(1,85'.) in favor of assets. 
Another statement showed tho financial 
transactions of the Province on the 31st, 
Dec, 1872, the debit side called forS591,- 
442, and the credit side §585,352, with a 
surplus of §6,090 in favor of the otherside. 
Ho said that while these statements of 
balance and surplus were before him he 
had also returns, figures, and no doubt 
facts, staring him in the face and telling 
him that the revenue received in this 
Province from the 20th July, 1871, to 31st 
Doc, 1872, wits 3516,511, and tho expendi- 
ture for tho same time §702,014, show- 
ing an excess of expenditure over re- 
venne of §137,500. There were also ab- 
stract and detailed statements of expendi- 
ture for lire jcai cmUiug 01.-»rl.). f ., lora. 

In tho abstract return he found §389,209, 
while the return in detail showed §G04,- 
360, making a difference in tho two re- 
turns for the lame year of $215,099. These 
returns were confused and unintelligi- 
ble What was wanted was a detailed 
statement of all public accounts, with 
comparative statement of the sam<5 from 
20th July, 1871, to 31st Dee., 1873. Tins 
was not a hard task to undertake, or yet 
a very difficult one to accomplish con- 
sidering tho staff of officials, lie therefore 
hoped that tho returns called for would 
be laid before the House at as early a day 
as possible and when they put in an ap- 
pearance he trusted it would be an intel- 
ligent one. 
Seconded by Mr. Mara and carried. 

SCHOOL ACT. 

Moved by Mr. Smith, seconded by Mr. 
Bobson, that this House .lo resolve itself 
into a Committee of the whole House, 
for the purpose of agreeing to tin* intro- 
duction of a Bill: '"An Act to amend tho 
•Public School Act, 1872,' and the 'Pub- 
lic School Amendment Act. 1873."' 

Mr. Walkem objected; if there was a 
Bill at all on this subject it must emanate 
from a Committee of the whole House. 

Mr. Smith thought that it was compe- 
tent to any member to introduce a Bill 
into a Committee of tho Whole. 

An animated discussion ensued, the 
motion being at length ruled out by the 
.Speaker. 

Mr. Smith moved, seconded by Mr. 
Semlin: That this House do resolve itself 
into a Committee of the whole House for i 
the purpose of considering and agreeing 
to the introduction of a Bill : "An Act to 
amend the Bond rax Extension Act, 1873. 

Tho Speaker said ttiat only the Gov- | 
ernment could move to increase taxation. 

Mr. Bobson thought that Speaker had 
no right to assume that there was any in- 
tention to increase taxation, and he could 
not understand on what principle be 
ruli 1 tho motion out in such u rush man- 
ner. 

Mr. Smith explained that tho purpose, 
of the bill was to decrease taxation, and 
that the Speaker bad no right to assume 
the reverse, as there w.is nothing in the 
title of tho bill to authorize uny such 
assumption. 

Mr. Semlin thought tho Speaker had 
misinterpreted the title of the bill. 

Mr. Robertson thought the title of the 
bill rather vague, and tho Speaker's con- 
duct was excusable. He suggested that 
Mr. Smith should amend the titlo of his 
bill. 

Mr. Bobson roso to a question of privi- 
lege. Tho bill had been introduced by 
title in tho usual way. Tho mover and 
oilier hon. gentlemen had explained over 
and over again the real object of tho bill 
n ml with all duo submission ho thought 
Mr. Speaker was wrong. in continuing his 
ruling. Ho thought any member had a 
right to explain tho purport ot itis bill, 
viva voce, and to deny this right was a 
subversive of the privilegesjof the House. 

The motion was finally passed, after 
smother explanation by the mover. 

The mattor was directed to bo taken up 
in Committee of the Whole on the 8th 
January next. 

Mr. Smith asked for a dctailod state- 
ment of all ltovonuo oollocted under tho 
"Boad Extension Act, 1873," and tho- 
•'Land Tax Act, 1873," from tho 21st 61 
February! to 31st December, 1873. 

Mr. Uol->ert3on seconded and the motion 
»m onrriod, 



Mr. Bobson moved that n respectful 
Address be presented tn His Honor the 
Lieutenant Governor asking for returns 
showing how the appropriation of Nanai- 
mo District, for tho year 1873. wero ex- 
pended. 

The hon: mover said that, ho moved for 
returns this early in the sessior. to afford 
the Government time to bring them in so 
that lion, members could deal intelligent- 
ly with va.tious questions. Last session 
returns did not come in time to bo of use, 
and in one instance they did not come in 
at all. 

Hon. Mr. Beaveu claimed llmt tho Gov- 
ernment was as anxious as any of tho 
members to send down returns, and every 
effort would be made to bring them down 
at an early day.

Sir— I havo the honour to transmit 
herewith for the information of His Ex- 
cellency tho Lieutenant-Governor, a 
oopy of a letter addressed to mo by tho 
Honorable A. Mackenzie, Premier of the 
Dominion Government, in answer to nn 
application made by me on behalf id' the 
Government of British Columbia, to the 
Dominion Government, for the advance 
of a sum of money equal to the differ, nco 
between its actual and its allowed d« bt, 
the interest at ho rate of live per centum 
per annum to be deducted annually in in 
the subsidies payable by tho Dominion 
to tho Province, and the Provinco to bo 
credited with any sum it may pay buck. 

I may remark that tho ao'luul debt at 
tho time of Union was S 1 ,000,405 03. Tho 
allowed debt then was §1,060,200. The 
allowed debt increased by the Act of 1873 
is 81,946,281. Tho sum,' then, proposed 
to be advanced to the Province, is the dif- 
ference between the actual debt and the 
present allowed debt, viz,, 8015,878 07. 

The letter of the Honorable Mr. Mac- 
kenzie will bo confirmed by an Order in 
Council, and a measure wiil be submitted 
to Parliament to carry it into effect. 

The sanction of the* Legislature of Brit- 
ish Columbia will also bo required to the 
arrangement, and ought to be secured at 
its next Session. 

It is difficult to imagine how the Pro- 
vinco could have raised money on more 
favourable terms. 

It is but proper that 1 should state that 
the lato Administration of tin; Dominion 
had consented to make the advances on 
the same terms .is those agreed to by the 
Honorable Mr. Mackenzie.
